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The  Twentieth  Commencement 


A  single  commencement,  for  both  academy  and  college  grad- 
uates, was  held  on  the  evening  of  June  20,  1916,  in  the  New 
First  Congregational  Church.  The  academy  graduates  were 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  in  number;  the  college  graduates,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

The  actual  distribution  of  certificates,  titles,  and  degrees  was 
as  follows :  apprentice  certificates,  ten ;  academy  certificates, 
one  hundred ;  certificates  in  household  management,  six ; 
titles  of  associate  in  arts,  thirty-eight ;  titles  of  associate  in  do- 
mestic economy,  fifty-three ;  degrees  of  bachelor  of  science  in  me- 
chanical engineering,  thirteen;  degrees  of  bachelor  of  science 
in  domestic  economy,  thirty-four. 

The  address  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Judge  Charles 
Sidney  Cutting,  LL.  D.,  who  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  1915.    Judge  Cutting  said  in  part: 

In  1777,  there  was  born  of  poor  parents  in  Virginia,  a  boy 
named  Henry  Clay.  About  all  the  schooling  that  ever  came  to 
him  was  acquired  before  he  reached  the  age  of  fifteen,  but  he  was 
bright  and  determined.  He  was  obliged  to  work  at  manual 
labor  for  a  considerable  period,  but  finally  studied  law  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Virginia  Bar  before  he  had  arrived  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one.  Very  shortly  thereafter,  he  emigrated  to  Kentucky, 
which  was  then,  as  time  goes,  a  long  distance  from  Virginia,  and 
settled  at  Lexington.  It  is  said  that  his  genial  manners,  his  pleas- 
ing address  and  his  ability  to  speak  interestingly  and  in  a  manner 
tending  to  convince,  soon  brought  him  in  that  new  country  the 
possession  of  a  lucrative  practice  as  a  lawyer.  By  the  time  he 
was  thirty  years  of  age,  he  was  a  Senator  of  the  United  States. 

About  a  generation  later,  another  boy  was  born  in  Vermont 
whom  we  Illinoisans  are  proud  to  name  in  connection  with  our 
history.  Stephan  A.  Douglas,  without  the  benefit  of  much  learn- 
ing in  the  schools,  came  to  Illinois,  was  elected  to  the  Legislature, 
appointed  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  went 
to  Congress  and  was  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  at  the 
age  of  thirty-three.     I  mention  these  two  men  as  typical  of  the 
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condition  of  things  that  existed  during  the  first  half  of  the  Nine- 
teenth Century.  They  have  often  been  cited,  and  still  are,  in 
proof  of  the  suggestion  that  we  are  spending  too  much  time  in 
the  schools  and  too  little  time  in  real  work.  It  is  not  infre- 
quently said  that  men  like  these  or  Abraham  Lincoln  attained 
their  greatness  largely  because  of  the  fact  that  they  were  untram- 
meled  by  the  conventionalities  of  modern  education  and  were  left 
free  to  exercise  their  genius  as  circumstances  might  dictate.  It  is, 
of  course,  true  that  these  men  were  great  men  in  their  day,  but 
we  must  remember  that  men  are  great  by  comparison  only ;  that 
there  is  no  measure  of  absolute  greatness  and  that  the  giant  of 
today,  if  he  could  be  translated  into  the  tomorrow  and  sur- 
rounded by  tomorrow's  circumstances,  would  be  the  pigmy  of  his 
time. 

When  Henry  Gay  went  to  the  semi-wilderness  of  Kentucky, 
he  found  no  such  civilization  as  prevails  in  that  State  today. 
There  were  men  there  of  learning  and  refinement,  but  they  con- 
stituted an  almost  negligible  minority.  The  rough  frontiersman 
who  wrought  his  living  from  the  soil  or  from  the  denizens  of  the 
wood  needed  comparatively  little  in  the  way  of  education  to  make 
him  equal  to  his  fellows,  and  he  who  really  had  attainments  such 
as  patience  and  persistence  would  give  to  any  one,  stood  out  as 
a  paragon  of  learning. 

Education  does  not  stop  with  the  diploma  if  the  man  who 
holds  it  is  to  accomplish  anything  in  contact  with  the  world.  The 
meeting  with  men  of  ability,  the  settlement  of  governmental 
questions,  political  arguments  upon  the  hustings,  all  contributed 
in  that  time  to  make  of  the  man  who  attempted  political  or  public 
life  a  person  of  considerable  attainment  and  give  him  no  mean 
share  of  a  real  education.  Since  that  day  forests  have  been  felled, 
swamps  have  been  drained,  the  prairies  have  been  plowed,  ham- 
lets have  succeeded  the  cross-road  postoffices,  villages  have  suc- 
ceeded hamlets,  and  cities  villages.  The  time  when  every  aspir- 
ing youth  went  west  in  order  to  become  a  part  of  the  new  and 
growing  community  has  passed ;  the  rich  land  to  be  had  at  gov- 
ernment price  has  all  been  taken,  and  instead  of  having  before 
him,  as  the  young  man  of  the  early  days  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury had,  the  prospect  of  growing  up  with  the  new  country,  the 
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twentieth  century  man  must  face  the  problem  of  an  older,  a  more 
complete  civilization,  a  civilization  which  is  fairly  well  settled  in 
its  ways,  and  which  requires  of  the  young  man  something  more 
than  a  fair  education  and  a  glib  tongue  before  it  takes  him  up 
and  gives  him  either  wealth  or  preferment  of  any  sort. 

The  newspaper  has  to  a  considerable  extent  killed  the  political 
orator.  The  torch-light  procession,  the  barbecues,  and  all  the 
other  accompaniments  of  a  political  campaign  in  the  30's  and  40's 
have  passed  on,  and  even  the  man  who  lives  most  remote  from 
centers  of  civilization  reads  his  daily  mail  or  takes  down  the  tele- 
phone to  talk  to  his  neighbors.  As  like  as  not,  he  turns  on  the 
electric  light  to  read  one  or  two  of  the  half  dozen  publications 
that  come  to  him,  and  he  forms  his  political  opinions  and  de- 
termines upon  his  course  of  action,  so  far  as  governmental  affairs 
are  concerned,  in  the  quietude  of  his  home  rather  than  among  the 
shouting  throng  that  surrounds  the  platform  of  the  political 
orator. 

We  are  here  today  in  full  recognition  of  this  change,  in  an 
earnest  and  persistent  effort  to  fit  the  young  citizen  to  meet  the 
conditions  of  an  exceedingly  complex  modern  civilization.  The 
frontier  farmer  of  Henry  Clay's  time  who  scratched  the  surface 
of  the  virgin  soil  and  out  of  its  long  collected  richness  reaped  a 
harvest  sufficient  for  his  needs  might  well  fail  under  modern 
conditions  where  questions  of  drainage,  fertilizers,  and  rotation 
of  crops  would  enter  into  the  problem  of  his  successful  existence. 
The  Henry  Clay  type  of  lawyer,  who  shone  most  brightly  in  a 
criminal  trial,  where  by  a  masterly  address  to  the  jury  and  an 
appeal  to  their  emotions  he  gained  great  glory,  has  long  since 
passed  away,  and  in  his  stead  comes  the  business-like  lawyer  of 
today  whose  time  is  entirely  occupied  by  civil  actions,  who  never 
tried  a  criminal  case  in  his  life,  who  is  immersed  in  the  infinitely 
more  intricate  meshes  of  titles  to  real  estate  and  complicated 
questions  growing  out  of  contracts. 

The  industrial  engineer,  in  which  term  I  include  a  dozen 
specialties,  was  unknown.  Small  streams  were  spanned  by  rude 
bridges  of  timber  cut  at  or  near  the  spot,  larger  streams  were 
ferried.  The  road  followed  the  highest  and  dryest  land.  We 
must  have  engineers  now  to  build  our  bridges  of  steel,  to  lay  out

our  roads,  and  to  construct  our  buildings.  The  frontiersman  was 
farmer,  hunter,  engineer,  architect  all  combined.  His  functions 
have  been  divided  and  sub-divided  until  only  the  patient  use  of 
faithful  toil  requite  the  man  who  seeks  to  fulfil  any  one  of  them. 

The  few  young  men  who  went  to  college  at  that  time  gradu- 
ated at  any  age  from  sixteen  to  twenty  and  often  earlier,  because 
the  requirements  were  not  great.  Today,  the  fairly  efficient  young 
man  who  takes  no  short  cuts  enters  college  not  earlier  than 
twenty,  spends  four  years  in  his  academic  course,  and  at  least 
three  more,  and  perhaps  five  more,  in  his  professional  fitting,  so 
that  frequently  he  is  ready  to  begin  the  practice  of  a  profession 
at  about  the  time  in  life  that  Henry  Qay  entered  the  Senate  of 
the  United  States. 

We  are  now  industriously  engaged  in  devising  expedients  to 
shorten  this  period  of  preparation.  Many  universities  combine 
an  academic  course  with  law  and  grant  the  degree  of  A.  B.  with 
that  of  LL.  B.  at  the  end  of  six  years.  We  are  constantly  told 
that  this  is  the  age  of  young  men — as  what  age  is  not? — but  as  a 
fact  men  are  entering  their  professional  life  at  a  later  date  in  this 
day  than  they  did  fifty  years  ago,  and  the  professions  are  getting 
the  benefit  of  a  much  maturer  preparation  and  judgment  than 
was  theirs  formerly. 

In  Henry  Clay's  time  there  were  three  things  open  to  the  en- 
terprising young  man — a  profession,  commerce,  and  agriculture. 
In  the  new  countries,  as  Kentucky  was  then,  there  were  but  two : 
agriculture  and  a  profession.  The  thousands  of  industries  which 
have  followed  in  the  wake  of  the  telegraph  and  the  railroad,  the 
immense  fields  for  manufacture  and  construction,  have  all  been 
developed  later,  and  each  one  of  them  takes  its  toll  of  young  men. 
Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  politics  attracts  fewer  in  proportion 
to  the  whole  than  it  did  in  those  days ;  and  that  other  occupations, 
by  reason  of  our  complex  civilization,  have  become  much  more 
attractive  and  far  more  lucrative  than  the  service  of  the  govern- 
ment? 

The  young  lawyer  of  that  time  made  his  professional  reputa- 
tion as  a  stepping  stone  to  political  preferment.  A  certain  propor- 
tion of  young  lawyers  do  the  same  today,  but  a  far  greater  per- 
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centage  seek  it  as  a  life  work.  This  is  equally  true  of  engineers. 
The  prepared  man  of  today  for  any  industrial  function  must 
spend  much  more  time  and  be  much  more  thorough  in  his 
preparation  than  was  any  man  in  what  might  be  called  the 
Henry  Clay  period  of  our  national  existence. 

We  are  hearing  much  about  preparedness.  The  country  has 
awakened  to  the  fact  that  in  war,  at  least,  Providence  favors  the 
strongest  battalions.  We  have  long  known  this  in  the  industrial 
movement  and  we  have  been  preparing  in  many  ways  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  time,  in  none  so  much  or  so  well  as  in 
the  education  of  our  young  people.  I  mean  by  this,  not  that  we 
have  reached  the  goal,  for  we  are  far  from  it,  but  that  we  are 
gradually  molding  our  young  and  crude  country  into  conditions 
which  will  require  a  preparation  which  we  must  necessarily  meet, 
not  only  for  the  lawyer,  the  doctor,  the  clergyman,  the  engineer, 
but  the  merchant  and  the  farmer  and  every  other  man  who  pro- 
poses to  make  of  himself  something  different  from  a  mere  ma- 
chine which  shall  do,  day  after  day,  for  a  more  or  less  scanty 
wage,  some  mechanical  work.  There  will  always  be  in  the  world, 
hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water.  There  will  always  be 
ditch-diggers  and  stone-breakers.  There  will  also  always  be  men 
who  will  direct  and  control  the  energies  of  such  men.  Far  be  it 
from  one  who  shall  be  placed  in  such  authority  from  assuming 
the  position  that  he  may  do  with  such  as  he  will,  because  the 
fundamental  element  which  has  made  our  country  typical  as  a 
republic  is  the  right  of  each  man  to  equality  under  the  govern- 
ment and  before  the  law.  It  requires  small  preparation  to  shovel 
dirt.  It  takes  more,  far  more,  properly  to  construct  a  machine. 
It  takes  much  more  to  design  or  perfect  the  type  of  machine  so 
constructed.  It  is  the  function  of  the  engineer  to  lay  out  the  rail- 
way cutting.  It  is  the  work  of  the  laborer  to  excavate  as  he  is 
told.  The  man  of  preparation  does  the  telling,  the  man  withou*- 
preparation  shovels  the  dirt.  Not  infrequently  the  shoveler  re- 
gards it  as  wholly  inequitable  that  a  man  who  knows  where  the 
shoveling  should  be  done  should  be  paid  many  times  his  wage, 
but  it  is  not  inequitable,  and  such  a  result  is  inevitable  both  be- 
cause of  the  use  of  preparation  of  the  one  as  against  none  what- 
ever for  the  other,  and  because  the  ability  to  command  and  the 
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intellectual  power  to  create  make  up  in  its  best  sense,  the  aristoc- 
racy of  any  community. 

Of  such  an  artistocracy  you  are  members.  But  it  is  an  aris- 
tocracy that  exists  to  serve  a  democracy.  You  are  trustees.  You 
are  trustees  of  all  this  wealth  of  preparation  which  is  now  yours; 
trustees  of  whatever  high  aim  and  inspiration  has  come  to  you 
from  your  teachers ;  trustees  whose  beneficiary  is  to  be  the  repub- 
lic. In  this  commonwealth  there  is  no  room  for  pessimism  or 
the  pessimist.  But  there  is  room  for  the  man  who  believes  in 
himself,  his  country,  and  humanity.  If  you  are  capable  of  this 
three-fold  belief,  you  can  render  invaluable  service. 

It  is  true  that  much  of  your  preparation  has  been  special.  There 
is  some  one  definite  service,  therefore,  which  each  of  you  is  best 
fitted  to  render.  Unfortunately  we  are  all  so  driven  by  the 
necessity  of  earning  our  bread  and  butter  that  your  special  gift 
may  seem  to  you  useful  for  little  else.  But  there  is  room  for 
ideals.  Indeed,  your  education  has  been  a  failure  if  it  has  not 
given  you  ideals.  It  is  perhaps  too  early  for  you  to  define  an 
ultimate  goal,  but  before  each  one  of  you  there  should  be  some 
shining  point  of  interest,  the  center  and  symbol  of  your  noblest 
service. 

I  bring  you  from  the  practical  world  the  promise  of  success 
for  educated,  resolute  manhood.  It  is  one  of  the  advantages  of 
age  that  youth  is  not  in  a  position  to  dispute  the  experience  of 
age,  and  we  older  ones  rather  enjoy  talking  to  youth  for  that  rea- 
son. But  speaking  with  great  sincerity  I  assure  you  that  the 
practical  world  welcomes  the  practical  idealist.  It  needs  and  de- 
mands men  that  are  men.  Note  how,  even  at  this  minute,  the 
need  is  felt.  It  takes  the  form  of  an  appeal  for  national  pre- 
paredness. It  is  a  note  to  which  every  manly  heart  vibrates.  For 
when  you  consider  the  privileges  that  the  republic  has  assured 
you,  the  rights  of  your  citizenship  and  the  fruits  of  your  educa- 
tion, what  is  there  in  all  the  world — except  your  own  home— 
which  so  deserves  your  love  and  loyalty  as  your  country! 

The  need  is  for  men.  And  in  searching  for  something  with 
which  to  close,  I  remember  six  lines  of  verse : 

A  man  went  down  to  Panama, 

Where  many  men  had  died. 
To  level  off  the  mountains 

And  raise  the  flowing  tide. 
And  when  the  man  stood  up — 

The  mountains  stood  aside. 
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Music  for  the  Procession  and  the  Recession  was  furnished  by 
the  Institute  Orchestra.  The  Institute  Chorus  sang  Haydn's 
"The  Heavens  Are  Telling,"  The  Men's  Glee  Club  sang  Haydn's 
"Maiden  Fair,  O  Deign  to  Tell,"  and  Cook's  "Swing  Along." 
The  Girls'  Glee  Club  sang  German's  "Beauteous  Morn"  and  An- 
drews' "The  Call."  In  closing,  the  Chorus,  Glee  Clubs  and  Au- 
dience sang  the  "Estudiantina  Lewisiana."

The  death  of  Mrs.  Carman  on  Monday,  Nov.  8,  191 5.  was 
a  very  great  shock  to  the  faculty  and  the  students  of  the  Insti- 
tute. She  had  been  ill  for  several  months,  but  so  great  was  her 
courage  and  so  buoyant  her  spirit  that  up  to  within  a  short  time 
of  her  death  both  she  and  her  friends  looked  forward  to  her 
recovery.  Even  yet  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  for  those  who 
knew  her  to  think  of  her  as  gone. 

Memorial  services  were  held  at  Lewis  Institute  at  the  hour 
of  the  funeral  in  Montclair,  N.  J.,  the  address  being  delivered 
by  Judge  Kohlsaat. 

We  are  privileged  to  give  below  an  appreciation  written  by 
a  member  of  the  faculty  who  knew  Mrs.  Carman  longer  than 
any  of  us — a  man  who  was  a  member  of  the  Director's  faculty 
in  St.  Paul : 

At  the  time  when  the  new  co-educational  school,  the  Lewis 
Institute,  was  being  organized,  many  problems  presented  them- 
selves for  solution  other  than  those  of  educational  methods  and 
policy  and  the  selection  of  officers  of  instruction.  Among  these 
one  of  the  most  important  was  that  of  the  position  the  young 
women  were  to  take  in  the  school  and  what  was  to  be  done  for 
their  future  welfare  and  comfort.  A  difficult  problem,  this,  for 
a  man. 

Mrs.  Ada  MacVicar  Carman,  the  daughter  of  an  educator 
and  the  wife  of  an  educator,  was  the  woman  who  was  best 
fitted  and  most  able  to  assist  the  Director.  It  was  not  her  ex- 
perience that  counted,  for  the  Lewis  Institute  was  planned  along 
new  lines,  and  of  the  students,  girls  were  in  the  minority.  Her 
concern  in  the  well-being  of  others,  her  love  for  the  beautiful 
(and  to  her  all  youth  was  beautiful),  her  wonderful  foresight, 
her  ability  to  visualize  the  future,  her  true  womanliness,  and, 
above  all,  her  interest  in  the  Director's  work  and  her  desire  to 
assist  him  in  that  work  enabled  her  to  do  that  which  would  have 
been  impossible  to  another. 

Many  of  the  early  students  will  remember  her  short  talks  to 
the  girls  which  were  given  from  time  to  time — the  conferences 
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she  was  always  glad  to  have  with  them.  Ever  young  in  feeling, 
she  brought  out  their  confidence,  and,  through  her  wider  ex- 
perience and  her  knowledge  of  the  world,  she  was  able  to  guide 
them  over  the  rough  places  happily  and  safely.  The  Girls'  Glee 
Club,  the  first  one  organized  in  the  Lewis  Institute  and  con- 
ducted by  Mrs.  Carman,  was  a  great  joy  and  satisfaction  to  her 
as  well  as  to  the  members,  for  she  was  a  thorough  musician,  a 
strict  disciplinarian,  and  she  was  only  contented  with  the  best 
results. 

In  the  last  few  years  Mrs.  Carman  has  not  been  so  actively 
connected  with  the  student  body,  but  she  never  lost  her  interest 
in  them,  and  her  great  desire  was  that  the  Lewis  Institute 
should  send  out  women  with  all  the  womanly  graces  of  manner, 
mind,  and  character. 

Those  of  us  who  were  at  the  old  students'  reunion  two  years 
ago  will  recall  Dr.  Herrick's  tribute  to  Mrs.  Carman  when  he 
spoke  of  her  part  in  bringing  about  the  recovery  of  our  Director 
from  his  long  illness.  Bringing  him  back  to  us  was  her  last 
and  her  greatest  work  for  the  Lewis  Institute. 
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The   Tenth   Annual    Reunion 


The  Tenth  Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner  of  the  Lewis  Union 
were  held  at  the  La  Salle  Hotel,  on  the  evening  of  May  20, 
with  President  Dr.  Leigh  Klumb  Patton  in  the  chair.  The  tenth 
year  of  the  Union  coincided  with  the  Twentieth  Year  of  Lewis 
Institute,  and  therefore  the  Alumni  made  it  a  point  to  celebrate 
the  whole  history  of  the  Institute. 

With  this  end  in  view,  they  sent  invitations  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  their  wives,  and  to 
Mrs.  John  A.  Roche,  Mrs.  William  R.  Harper,  Mrs.  Albert 
Lane,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Wesley  Mann.  They  invited  as  special 
guests  Dean  William  A.  Greeson,  and  President  Frank  Wakeley 
Gunsaulus  and  President  Harry  Pratt  Judson,  both  of  whom 
were  present  and  spoke  at  the  opening  of  the  Institute  in  1896. 

Mrs.  Lane  and  Mrs.  Mann  were  unable  to  attend,  but  when 
the  assembly  of  nearly  four  hundred  persons  sat  down  to  din- 
ner, there  were  seen  at  the  speakers'  table  Dr.  Patton,  Judge 
Kohlsaat  and  Mrs.  Kohlsaat,  Mrs.  John  A.  Roche,  Mrs.  Roche's 
daughter,  Mrs.  Howland,  and  her  son-in-law.  Professor  How- 
land,  Mrs.  William  R.  Harper,  Director  Carman,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  Kane,  Dr.  James  B.  Herrick,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bion  J. 
Arnold,  Mr.  LaVerne  Noyes,  Dean  Greeson,  and  Dr.  Gunsaulus. 
At  other  tables  were  several  guests  formerly  connected  with  the 
Institute,  notably  Professor  and  Mrs.  Paul  Mellen  Chamberlain. 

After  dinner  President  Patton  presented  Judge  Christian  C. 
Kohlsaat,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  acted 
as  toastmaster.  In  this  capacity  Judge  Kohlsaat  showed  not 
only  his  well  known  felicity,  but  his  long  experience  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Institute,  his  sympathetic  comprehension  of  the  founder's 
purposes,  and  his  affection  for  the  Institute  in  all  its  phases, 
branches,  history,  and  work. 

He  introduced  as  speakers  Dr.  Gunsaulus,  Mr.  Kane,  Profes- 
sor Howland,  Director  Carman,  and  Mr.  Noyes. 

Dr.  Gunsaulus,  who  had  come  with  a  formidable  educational 
address  in  his  mind — for  the  Doctor's  addresses  are  never  in  his 
pocket — was  so  touched  by  the  intimate  and  beautiful  spirit  of 
the  occasion  that  he  gave  a  personal  tone  to  his  speech.    He  re- 
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ferred  to  the  early  acquaintance  of  Philip  D.  Armour  and  Allen 
C.  Lewis,  and  to  his  own  long  acquaintance  with  Director  Car- 
man. He  pictured  the  immense  changes  and  cultural  advance 
that  have  taken  place  in  Chicago  since  the  founding  of  Armour 
Institute,  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  Lewis  Institute.  He 
dwelt  on  the  high  scholarship  and  character  of  Lewis  men  as  he 
had  known  them.  And  he  closed  with  an  eloquent  appeal  to  the 
alumni  to  remember  the  money  invested  in  them  by  the  Institute, 
and  the  unfailing  and  continued  interest  taken  in  them  by  the 
Institute.  "Remember,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  you  now  have 
a  Mother  to  take  care  of." 

Mr.  Kane,  as  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  made  a  series  of 
happy  references  to  the  functions  of  surrogate  officers  in  gen- 
eral, and  the  knack  and  importance  of  being  able  to  play  a  good 
second  fiddle.  He  referred  to  the  days  when  the  trustees,  though 
each  something  of  a  master  in  his  own  line,  had  been  glad  to 
defer  to  the  late  President  Roche  in  engineering  matters,  and  to 
the  late  President  Harper  in  educational  matters.  In  courtly 
fashion  he  hinted  that  many  a  man  owes  much  to  the  art  of 
playing  second  fiddle  to  his  own  wife — a  remark  which  evoked 
a  charming  smile  from  Mrs.  Kane.  An  appreciative  reference 
to  Mr.  John  McLaren,  Secretary  of  the  Trustees,  who  is  aged 
and  ill,  brought  forth  a  quick  response.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Harry 
Lord  Wells — a  motion  carried  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote — a 
message  of  appreciation  and  affection  was  sent  to  Mr.  McLaren. 

President  Judson  was  to  have  spoken,  but  at  the  last  minute 
was  called  out  of  town  on  important  business,  and  was  obliged 
to  send  his  speech.  It  was  read  by  Professor  George  Howland, 
who  thus  represented  the  University  of  Chicago  and  also  the 
family  of  the  late  John  A.  Roche,  the  first  President  of  our 
Board  of  Trustees.  President  Judson's  address  distinguished 
the  different  ways  by  which  a  man  may  perpetuate  his  memory. 
A  granite  shaft  is  a  beautiful  thing,  and  may  in  some  limited 
sense  keep  alive  a  man's  name,  but  only  a  living  institution  can 
make  it  beneficent  or  beloved. 

When  Judge  Kohlsaat  presented  the  Director,  with  a  refer- 
ence to  his  fortunate  restoration  to  health,  enthusiasm  broke 
forth.    The  entire  assembly  rose  to  its  feet  to  salute  the  beloved 
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Head,  the  Father  of  the  Family.  Director  Carman's  address 
was  historical  and  personal,  educational  and  statistical,  all  in 
one.  He  went  back  to  the  beginnings  of  things,  and  paid  tribute 
to  the  Trustees  and  Managers  for  their  judicious  administration 
and  their  unselfish  devotion.  He  recalled  the  first  appointments 
and  the  first  faculty  meeting — Messrs.  Carman,  Mann,  Greeson, 
and  Lewis.  He  was  proud  that  of  the  first  twenty-four  men 
and  women,  twelve  were  still  with  the  Institute  after  twenty 
years.  He  sketched  the  achievements  of  the  Alumni.  And 
finally  he  made  touching  references  to  the  services  rendered  the 
Institute  by  those  who  have  passed  on — mentioning  President 
Roche,  President  Harper,  Supt.  Lane,  Judge  Horton,  Professor 
Mann,  and  Mrs.  Carman.  At  the  close  of  his  remarks,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Tenney  sang,  in  memoriam,  the  following  words  written 
for  the  occasion: 

Now  a  loving  thought  and  tender 

Brings  the  dear  ones  back  again ; 

Call  of  God  and  slow  surrender; 

All  the  parting  and  the  pain. 

Some  in  winter,  in  the  glooming 

Of  the  short  and  shadowed  hours. 

One  when  May  was  white  with  blooming, 

One  in  autumn,  with  the  flowers ; 

One  in  autumn,  with  the  flowers. 

But  there  is  no  change  of  season 
In  the  summer  up  above. 
Doubt  Him  not,  nor  ask  the  reason; 
Open  wide  your  hearts  to  love ! 
For  their  glory  was  their  giving. 
And  their  joy  excelled  their  pain. 
Living  now,  and  ever  living. 
They  will  greet  us  once  again — 
Ah,  will  greet  us  once  again. 

As  the  last  speaker.  Judge  Kohlsaat  introduced  Mr.  La  Verne 
Noyes,  the  friend  and  helper  of  the  co-operative  students,  who 
was  recently  elected  to  membership  on  the  Board  of  Managers. 
In  characteristically  deprecatory  manner,  Mr.  Noyes  declined 
to  make  a  speech,  but  desired  the  Alumni  to  proceed  with  their 
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necessary  business,  and  the  pleasure  of  renewing  old  ac- 
quaintance. 

At  different  points  during  the  dinner  and  the  speaking,  music 
was  furnished  by  the  Glee  Clubs.  They  were  fresh  from  giving 
in  concert  form  the  opera  of  Carmen,  and  yielded  to  the  de- 
mand that  some  of  the  more  striking  arias  and  choruses  should 
be  repeated.  This  they  did  with  the  utmost  vivacity,  showing 
the  results  of  the  remarkable  training  given  them  by  Dr.  Tenney. 
The  solo  work  of  Mr.  Dressier,  Mr.  Tonnesen,  Mr.  Tollman, 
Mr.  Cann,  Miss  Gilmartin,  Miss  Lane,  and  Miss  Heath  was 
declared  by  the  Alumni  to  surpass  the  quality  of  all  but  the 
supreme  professional  standards.  As  for  Miss  Simmons,  in  the 
title  role,  her  revelation  of  voice  and  dramatic  temperament 
rather  made  the  Alumni  tremble  less  some  impressario  should 
carry  her  off. 

Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  announced  as  follows: 
President,  Dr.  Frederick  Howard  Falls;  Vice-President,  Ruth 
Bergman  Adams;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  E.  C.  Hall.  Execu- 
tive Committee — the  Officers  and  Donald  Wyre  and  Ruth 
Mather.  Alumni  Committee — O.  G.  Sherman,  J.  H.  Skiles,  L.  F. 
Supple. 

Soon  after  ten  o'clock  the  dinner  and  business  were  finished, 
and  the  four  hundred  proceeded  to  visit  and  to  dance.  Between 
the  dances,  Mrs.  Harriet  Hertz-Seyl  favored  the  Alumni  with 
several  songs,  thus  happily  recalling  the  old  days.  A  new  and 
rousing  Lewis  song,  by  Patton  &  Libberton,  was  distributed. 
It  is  called  "The  Seal  of  Lewis,"  and  will  prove  a  prized  and 
valuable  addition  to  the  musical  resources  of  the  Alumni  and 
of  the  School.

Since  everybody  else  was  celebrating  the  Twentieth  Year  of 
the  Institute,  the  editors  of  the  Annual  thought  it  their  privilege 
to  have  some  share  in  the  event.  Accordingly  they  set  aside 
some  forty  pages  for  this  purpose.  They  secured  contributions 
from  former  editors  and  contributors,  and  by  the  help  of  an 
improvised  committee  of  Alumni  secured  a  vast  amount  of  in- 
formation concerning  the  old  students.  Indeed  the  wealth  of 
riches  far  outran  the  available  space,  and  all  that  was  received 
after  a  certain  date  was  given  over  to  the  Lewis  Kettle,  that 
bubbling  publication  which  is  written  by  the  generous  pens  of 
the  Union  officers,  notably  this  year  by  that  of  Dr.  Patton.  Nev- 
ertheless the  Annual  for  1916  contains  some  three  hundred  one- 
line  sketches  of  old  students,  together  with  more  than  a  hundred 
photographs  illustrating  them.  In  a  humorous  introduction  the 
Annual  defends  itself,  on  the  grounds  of  youth,  ignorance,  and 
the  laws  of  time  and  space,  from  any  possible  charge  of  invidi- 
ousness.  It  did  what  it  could,  not  what  it  would  like  to  do. 
Among  the  group  pictures  of  Alumni  we  note  pages  devoted  to 
engineers,  business  men,  lawyers,  physicians,  educators,  social 
workers,  and  married  women.

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The  College  Graduates  of  Lewis  Institute 


Under  the  heading  of  college  graduates  we  include  those 
students  who  have  received  from  Lewis  Institute  either  the  de- 
gree of  Mechanical  Engineer,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Mechanical  Engineering,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Domestic  Economy,  the  title  of  Associate  in  Arts,  or  the  title  of 
Associate  in  Domestic  Economy.  The  sum  total  of  these  grad- 
uates, counting  those  of  1916,  is  over  a  thousand.  The  total 
number  is  fully  equal  to  the  number  of  those  who  hold  the 
Academy  Certificate.

The 
Institute  takes  a  pardonable  pride  in  these  records,  no  less  in 
those  of  the  women  than  in  those  of  the  men.  This  list  is  a  list 
of  workers. 

It  is  now  three  years  since  the  Institute  has  published  any 
list  of  Alumni.  The  reason  for  the  omission  is  simple:  funds 
for  the  printing  have  not  been  available.  It  would  be  a  pleasure 
to  the  Institute  to  present  herewith  a  catalogue  of  the  academy 
graduates,  unclassified  students,  apprentice  graduates,  and  even- 
ing students.  The  Lewis  Union  knows  no  distinction  of  cer- 
tificate, title,  or  degree.  But  the  funds  for  this  desirable  list  are 
not  at  this  time  forthcoming,  nor  has  the  work  of  correcting 
addresses  been  completed.
